Suiject: — Procedure for making rupee deposits to Government Accounts by means 
of demand drafts in respect of imports financed under the “Direct Pay¬ 
ment Procedure" as applicable to various foreign credits/loans. 

Na- 233 ITC(FN)/S8. —According to the existing procedure, importers (or their 
hankers) are allowed the facility of making deposits for credit to the Government 
Accounts of equivalents of the foreign currency disbursements made on 
their behalf direct from the foreign loan/credit funds of the Government by means 
of demand drafts drawn in favour of the Accountant General, Central Revenues, 
New Delhi on th# State Bank of India. New Delhi In cases where such rupee deposits 
are required to be made in arrears i e after payments to foreign suppliers have been 
made on their behalf Such demand drafts are sent by the importers/their bankers 
direct to the Accountant General, Central Revenues under advice to the Economic 
Aid Accounts Branch of the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
New Delhi. This procedure was intended to be used by such importers at outsta- 
tlons who may find it difficult to arrange cash deposits either at Rie Reserve Bank 
of India, New Delhi or State Bank of India, Delhi.

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2. In actual working, the existing procedure for deposit by demand draft is 
causing some practical diiliculties in varlfleation of the deposits and consequent 
delay in releasing the bank guarantees furnished by the importers’ banks. 


3- With a view to obviating such delays and the consequential inconvenience to 
Importers, It has been decided to modify tho existing procedure in this regard. This 
Public Notice sets out the revised procedure, which will be applicable to all deposits 
by demand drafts arranged by Importers/their banks on or after 1-11-1968. 


4. The importers/importer's banks may, as far as possible, arrange cash deposits 
at the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or at State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, 
Delhi. It Is only when it is not possible to make the cash deposits with the Reserve 
Bank of India, New Delhi/State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi that they may 
follow the demand draft procedure. In such cases, demand drafts may henceforth 
be obtained by the importers lor their banks) from any branch of the State Bank 
of India or its subsidiaries (drawer) drawn on and made payable to State Bank of 
India, Tis Hazari Branch. Delhi-G (drawee and payee). To make it deaf that the 
remittance is meant for credit to the Government account, the words “For credit to 
central Government/account" should be added in brackets after the words “On 
demand pay to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6”. The Remitter 
should thereafter forward the demand draft, accompanied by challan (duly filled In 
and signed by remitter) in quadruplicate in form No. T.R. 6, given as annexure to 
this Public Notice, to the State Bank of India. Tis Hazari, Branch. Delhi-6 (Drawee) 
under Registered Post Acknowledgement Due. (The original copy should be marked 
in red ink at the top “Original copy meant for Ministry of Finance”). 


5- On receipt of the demand draft accompanied by challan In quadruplicate duly 
filled in and signed by the remitter, the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, 
Delhi will promptly arrange to credit the .proceeds of the draft to the head of 
account “T—Deposits and Advances—Part II—Deposits not bearing interest—(C) 
Other deposits accounts Departmental and Judicial deposits-Civil deposit3-Diposits 

for purchases etc. abroad.(here enter the appropriate loan/credit No. and 

description)”, as given in the challan. The original challan, duly receipted will be 
forwarded by the State Bank of India. Tis Hazari, Delhi (with a covering letter 
to the Senior Accounts Officer, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Department of 
Economic Affairs Ministry of Finance, Government of India, Jeevan Deep Building, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi. These covering letters will be TrlaLly numbered to 
facilitate detection of missing advices. The second copy of the challan will be sent 
to the remitter as an acknowledgement of the demand draft and the remaining two 
copies will be sent to the treasury office, Delhi, who will retain one copy for his 
record and transmit the other to the Accountant General, Central Revenues, New 
Delhi through the normal accounting channel. 


6. In the Bank Guarantees which the importers are required to furnish to the 
Ministry of Finance (Economic Aid Accounts Branch) along with their request for 
letter of credit authorisation or otherwise, in terms of the relative licensing condi¬ 
tions Public Notices etc., the following change in wordings should introduced in 
all Bank guarantees executed on or after 1-11-1968 (Bank guarantees dated earlier 
than 1-11-1968 need not be amended, but the procedure outlined in this Public Notice 
will have to be observed in respect of deposits by demand drafts dated 1-11-1968 
or after). 


For the words and phrases “we shall arrange deposit to the credit of the Govern¬ 
ment in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi/State Bank of India, Delhi or by 
means of the demand draft drawn on State Bank of India, New Delhi in favour of 
the Accountant General Central Revenues, New Delhi”, Substitute the words and 
phrases” wc shall arrange d.-posit to the credit of the Government of India, in the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi/State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi-6 or where 
this may not be feasible, by means of a demand draft drawn on and made payable 
to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 (For credit to central Gov¬ 
ernment account) to be forwarded to the said Tis Hazari Branch”. 
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7- Suitable Instructions regarding the above change in procedure are also being 
notified to the authorised banks in foreign exchange through Reserve Bank of India, 
Bombay,

Challan of Cash paid into the Treasury/Sub. Treasury/State/Reserve Bank of 
India. 
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Subject : —Import of tractors by agriculturists as gift. 

No. 234-ITC(PN)/68. —It has been decided to allow import of a limited num¬ 
ber of agricultural tractors received as gifts by agriculturists for their own use. 

2. Under this policy, import applications for the grant of customs clearance 
permits will be considered from those agriculturists who are engaged in the culti¬ 
vation of agricultural land owned by them or held by them on lease, and who 
receive the tractors as free gifts from their close relations settled abroad. For 
the purpose of this scheme, close relations will include father, husband, son, 
brother, mother, wife, daughter or sister of the applicant. 

3. No person wiil be eligible to apply for import of more than one tractor, and 
no donor from abroad will be eligible to gift more than one tractor, under this 
scheme. Along with the tractor, the donor can also gift (i) any one of the agri¬ 
cultural implements mentioned in Annexure I to this Public Notice, and (ii) spare 
parts of the tractor and the implement for a value upto 30 per cent of their 
c.i-f- value, subject to the condition that spare parts mentioned in Annexure II 
to this Public Notice will not be allowed to be Imported for a total value of more 
than 12 per cent of the c.i.f. value of the tractor Including the Implement- 

4. Tractors of the following makes and specifications only will be allowed to 
be imported under this scheme:— 

(i) International Harvester--35 HP 

(ii) Massey Ferguson—35 HP & 50 TIP 

(ili) Zetor—2011, 3011, Zetor super 50 

(iv) RS. 09—18—25 HP 

(v) Eicher—27 HP & 37 HP 

(vi) Super UTOS Rumanmn--50 IIP & 05 HP 
(vll) Byelorus—50 HP * DT. 14B 

(viii) Ursus—27 IIP & 37 HP 

(Import of second-hand or re-conditioned or disposal tractors shall not, bt 
allowed! 

5- The donor will bear the cost of the tractor, the Implement and th* spare 
parts, and also charges on account of freight and insurance, and no remittance 
from India will be permitted to cover the Import. 


0. Application for customs clearance permit should be made by the donee In 
the form given in Annexure III to this Public Notice, duly certified by the Tehsil- 
dar/Revenue Officer concerned, in the space provided in the application form- 
The application should be accompanied by a treasury challan. of Rs. 50/- towards 
application fee- The amount of application fee should be deposited in cash at 
any Government treasury or office of the State Bank of India or the Reserve Bank 
of India for credit to Ihe Central Government under the head ‘Import Licence 
Application Fees’, subordinate to the major head ‘XXXII Miscellaneous, Social 
and Developmental Organisation’. The treasury challan should also indicate the 
name of the Department, namely. Impo~t and Export Trade Control Organisation. 

7. The application should be addressed to the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, and routed through the Department of Agri¬ 
culture (Tractor Section), Krishi Bhavan, New Delhi. 


8. Under this scheme, a tractor can be donated only by a person who is related 
to the applicant as indicated In para 2 of this Public Notice, has been living 
abroad continuously for a period of not less than one year, and is engaged in 
gamflll employment abroad. In support of his financial capacity, the donor should 
produce a certificate from his bankers. 

9- The donor should give the rcriuisitc particulars about himself and his decla¬ 
ration of intent to make the gift, in the proforma appearing In Annexure IV to 
this Public Notice. The proforma, duly nttested, will be forwarded by the Indian 
Mission abroad in the country in which the donor is settled, lo Ihe Department 
of Agriculture (Tractor Section). Krishi Bhavan, New Delhi- The Department 
of Agriculture will consider Ihe Import application only on receipt of this oro- 
forma with the necessary documents and thereafter send the same to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports (A.I,. Section), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. 
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10. The customs clearance permits issued under this scheme will be without 
Exchange Control copy, and shall be subject to the condition that the imported 
tractor/implement/spare parts shall he used by the applicant for his own use 
in agricultuie, and he shall not sell or dispose of or pledge or hypothcticate or 
part with possession of the tractor in any manner whatsoever without the written 
permission of the licensing authority. The customs clearance permits will be 
valid for four months. 

11. This scheme will remain in force upto 31st October. 1969, but it may he 
withdrawn from any earlier date, if considered necessary, No application receiyed 
after 31st October 1969 will be considered. Applications received prior to the said 
date will also not bp considered as soon as customs clearance permits have been 
issued for the number of tractors considered to be sufficient.
